WASHINGTON, MAY 29 


—The new revenue legisla- 
tion urged by President Wil- 
son Monday will reaeh out. 
into many heretofore un- 
touched fields of taxation. 
This was predicted today by 
leaders who will have charge 
of the new bill despite the 
general understanding that 
the levies are to fall almost 
exclusively upon incomes. 
Avar profits, and luxuries. 


The word 'luxury' is to be 


regarded as an elastic term, 
it was stated. It will be to 
cover non-essentials a n d 
many articles which have es- 
caped taxation in the past. 
For instance among the mis- 
cellaneous taxes which may 
be proposed will be a small 
levy, perhaps a fraction of a 
cent upon a box of matches. 


Insignificant as they may 


seem, it indicates how far! 
into the every day life of the 
•average citizen, the new: 
taxes will extend. 


Leaders expect that the 
new bill 


will produce an estimated yield of ap- 
proximately $4,000,000,000 if the wishes ; 
of the administration are carried out. 
This would about double the present 
federal tax levy, and leaving out of 
consideration loans to the 
allies it 


would approximately put into 
effect 


the plan of meeting all war expenses 
upon the ratio of 4.0 per cent of taxes

General Foch Brings Up Celebrated 


French Army Corps to Defend 
Hills Lying to South of Vesle 
River — Pershing's Men in the 
Fight. 


PARIS, MAY 2!>.—The (U-rnums arc being brot to a 


halt on the Aisne front, (ie.neral Foch is bringing up re- 
serves to meet the onrush of the Germans between Kheims 
and Soissons and slowly but surely the enemy is being 
elieeked all along the Jine. Ajnerican troops are with, the 
reserves and fighting' shonlc'ler to shoulder with the French 
and British. Already they have taken part in counter at- 
I'aeks and I'Ycneh currespondeiits are loud in their praise 
ol' the way General l-'ershing's men are handling' them- 
selves. 


The fighting is lei i ing up. The German advance is 


fast slowing up and the allies are getting the upper hand. 


Berlin claims an advance of seven miles beyond the 


Aisne river. The Germans also claim the capture of 15,- 
000 French and British troops. Military critics pointed 
out today that the Germans are only able to advance in the 
very center of their forward movement. The French arc 
holding solidly to their positions on the left and the Brit- 
ish are clinging tightly to the group of hills north of the 
Vesle river on the right. 


It was in the sector of Pont Arcy, four miles south of the Chemin Dss 


Dames, that the Germans succeeded in crossing the Aisne 
river in their 


drive towards the Vesle. 


The crossing proved a ghastly massacre for the Germans. 
Hundreds of 


allied machine guns swept the river at that point and the German pontoons 
proved floating funeral pyres. 
The boats supporting the planking was set 


on fire and the river ran red with blood and thick with corpses.

ualties were comparatively slight. 


The capture of Cantigny
